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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Board and Citizens of Landaff: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in your schools last year was 41. 
The average membership was 34.04 and the percentage 
of attendance was 96.1. There were 13 pupils attending 
Lisbon High School. Ten completed the year. 


The enrollment on January 1, 1948, was 17. There were 
17 pupils at the Blue School. Ten pupils are attending 
Lisbon Elementary School, and eight attending High 
school. 


In the middle of October, Mrs. Claire Sevigny resigned 
as teacher at the Scotland School. There was no qualified 
teacher to replace Mrs. Sevigny and the board secured 
the services of Mr. Santy to transport the pupils to the Lis- 
bon school. The route is a hard one and on several ‘oc- 
casions the transportation service has not been too good. 


The teacher shortage still continues. I see no relief. The 
Plymouth Teachérs College graduating class has six ele- 
mentary graduates; 50 New Hampshire superintendents 
will compete for their services. 


Your supply of teachers from now on will depend on the 
number of local teachers available unless you wish to pay 
high salaries and modernize your buildings with running 
water, flush toilets and controlled heating. Even so, the 
average teacher prefers a one-grade position unless the 
salary is high enough to make the position attractive. 
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Mrs. Aiken is completing her third year at Blue School. 
You are fortunate to have a teacher as industrious and | 


conscientious in her work as Mrs. Aiken. 


Playground equipment has been secured. This equip- 


ment will be set up in the spring.
